Three North County 
parishes to begin 
parenting program

NORTH COUNTY — ‘‘What do I 
do when my child says ‘I hate you.’ 
Parents want to know if it is okay to let 
children say things like that,’’ a local 
licensed marriage and child counselor told 
Southern Cross Sept. 19. 

The counselor, Stephanie Calgagno, a 
parishioner of St. Patrick parish, 
Carlsbad, will be the keynote speaker at 
the initial sessions of a new parenting 
program in three North County parishes 
in October. 

The parenting program will enable 
parents to learn how to deal ‘‘with things 
that push against their feelings,’’ 
Calgagno said. ‘“‘They will find 
appropriate ways to deal with anger and 
hurt and that’s what a Christian 
community can provide.”’ 

That’s the biggest problem that parents 
encounter — how to deal with a child’s 
negative feelings in a way that does not 
diminish the child but allows the parent to 
enforce necessary limits, she said. 

Participating parishes in the one-year 
program, sponsored by the Diocesan 
Preschool Program of the Office of 
Catechetical Ministry, are St. Mary, Star 
of the Sea and St. Margaret in Oceanside, 
and St. Elizabeth Seton, Carlsbad. 

The parenting program will provide 
parents an ongoing opportunity for 
personal growth through informational

Vatican offers to help relocate convent at Auschwitz

VATICAN CITY — The Vatican broke its silence on 
the controversial Carmelite convent at Auschwitz, 
urging the convent’s relocation and offering to help fund 
construction of the new complex to house the nuns. 

A Vatican official said the move was made to ‘‘speed 
up’’ the healing of a bitter dispute between Catholics 
and Jews over the presence of the nuns at the former 
Nazi death camp in Poland. 

The statement, released Sept. 19 amid mounting 
pressure on the Vatican to take action in the 
controversy, was drawn up by the Commission for 
Religious Relations With the Jews and was signed by the 
commission president, Cardinal Johannes Willebrands. 


It endorsed a 1987 Catholic-Jewish agreement to 
establish an interfaith center as the new site for the 
convent and said the Holy See remains ‘‘convinced that 
such a center will contribute significantly to the 
development of good relations between Christians and 
Jews.” 

“In order to support this important but costly project, 
the Holy See is willing to offer its own financial 
participation,’’ it said. 

In August, Cardinal Jozef Glemp, the primate of 
Poland, said the Polish church could not afford to build 
the center, which he estimated would cost at least $2 
million. Cardinal Glemp said that was one reason the 
1987 agreement to move the convent should be re- 
negotiated. 

Delays in the transfer of the nuns had led to Jewish 


criticism worldwide, and Cardinal Glemp’s remarks 
touched off more controversy. 
The Vatican announcement came after a report by 


’ the Polish news agency, PAP, that a West German 


Jewish millionaire, offering to help build a new 
convent/prayer center at a different site near the camp, 
and Cardinal Glemp had come up with a plan to end the 
dispute. (Story on page 12.) 

The Vatican statement appeared to remove any 
ambiguity about the church’s intent to eventually 
relocate the convent. 

The statement noted that Pope John Paul II had 
declared his support for the interfaith center in 1988. It 
also expressed ‘‘satisfaction’’ that the Polish bishops’

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DPC focuses on Hispanics, social services

SAN DIEGO — The members of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council heard 
directors of diocesan ministries to the 
Spanish-speaking and to all those in need 
of social and emergency services speak to 
the successes and challenges of those 
apostolates at its quarterly meeting Sept. 
16. 

The members, representing the laity 
through parish council network as well as 
representing clergy and Religious, met 
with Bishop Leo T. Maher at St. John the 
Evangelist Church, serving the San Diego 
areas of Hillcrest, University Heights and 
North Park. 

Bishop Maher addressed the members 
on American Catholicism in light of the 
200th anniversary of the first Catholic 
diocese in the United States. He also 
challenged them to get involved in anti- 
drug efforts. 

In the presentation on Hispanic 
evangelization and catechesis, Sister 
Alicia Sarre, RSCJ, called on parishes 
without Spanish-language Masses to 
provide transportation for Spanish- 
speaking parishioners to Spanish Masses 
in other parishes. 

Sister Sarre, the diocesan director of 
Hispanic evangelization, made the plea 
after telling the DPC delegates about a 
Spanish-speaking woman in a parish 
where there was not a concentration of 
Hispanics and who was not able to attend 
a Spanish-language Mass. 

Bishop Maher pointed out that Spanish 
Masses are available in all parishes where 
there is a concentration of Hispanics. 

Sister Sarre also urged parishes to 
welcome adults who are coming back to 
the church to receive the sacraments of 
First Communion and Confirmation. 

Guadalupe Huerta, diocesan 
consultant for Hispanic evangelization, 
informed DPC members about the 
Visitadores por Cristo (Visitors for 
Christ) program. 

Trained visitors go door-to-door to find 
and invite inactive Catholics to activities 
in the parish faith community that will 
help them grow in the knowledge of their 
faith. 

She announced that the program, 
which has been adopted by 30 parishes in 
the diocese, will celebrate its 10th 


anniversary on Nov. 11.

In the Bishop’s Forum part of the 
meeting, Bishop Maher told DPC 
delegates that the upcoming bicentennial 
of the U.S. church is a ‘‘wonderful 
opportunity to recognize what a great 
church we have.”’ 

The actual bicentennial date is Aug. 
15, 1990, marking the 200th year of 
Bishop John Carroll’s appointment as 
ordinary of Baltimore, the first Catholic 
diocese in the United States. 

Though American Catholics have 
suffered through persecution, they began 
to have an influence in the public arena 
after the election of President John F. 
Kennedy, a Catholic, in 1961, Bishop 
Maher said. 

‘“‘We need more aggressive, vocal 
people’’ to spread religious values in the 
public forum, the bishop said. 

Bishop Maher, who issued a statement 
Sept. 5 calling on Catholics to join 
President Bush in efforts to rid ‘‘our 
communities’ of illegal drug activity, 
called on DPC members to accept that 
challenge and urge their fellow Catholics 
to do so as well.

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More reactions 
to law dean’s 
abortion views 


The new dean of USD’s law school, Kristine 
Strachan, begins her letter to the Southern Cross (Sept. 7) 
by saying, “‘I would like to set the record straight ... 
(regarding) my personal views on abortion.”’ 

She describes as ‘‘appallingly misleading and 


incomplete’’ a San Diego Tribune interview, which stated 
that she supports a woman’s right to an. abortion. 
Dean Strachan’s letter confirms, rather than corrects, 
The Tribune article. She makes it clear that she does 
support abortion. 
Note her logic. She personally believes that ‘‘abortion 
is morally wrong.’’ But that opinion fades far into the 


background when she becomes specific. Abortion is 
legal. Therefore, ‘‘the issue’’ is, who decides whether a 
woman will abort her unborn child? (For an attorney, 
‘‘the issue’’ means the heart of the matter.) 

Dean Strachan declares the woman must decide for 
herself. ‘Then comes the revealing statement: there must 
be no “‘imposed intrusion of the government’’ in the 
decision about abortion. This can only mean no judicial 
interference. 

That succinctly states what abortionists hold. Dean 
Strachan’s attempt to deny what was written about her 
in The Tribune only confirms the accuracy of that report. 

In her letter, she expresses her ‘‘respect and support’’ 
for ‘‘those on the pro-life.’” How can even a nimble 
attorney respect and support a position which in fact she 
opposes? A pro-lifer could be pardoned for asking, 
‘‘with friends like her, who needs enemies?”’ 

The administration of USD has chosen to appoint to a 
top position one who, by her own public admission, 
supports abortion. 

Her appointment is another step in the continuing 
erosion of the Roman Catholic identity of the University 
of San Diego.

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What is ‘a good Catholic’? 


The other morning I was driving to Mass. Because 
I’d tried to do too many things before leaving we were 
running late and I was trying to make up for lost time by 
driving fast. For our house at least, a fairly common 
state of affairs — nothing out of the ordinary. 

But then about half way to church the thought 
suddenly struck me, ‘‘You could kill somebody driving 
like this,’” and I started thinking about what I was 
doing. 

From a strictly religious viewpont it all made sense. 
Good Catholics go to Mass regularly, and they try to 
arrive on time. 

So from a strictly religious perspective you could say 
the reason I was driving fast was that I wanted to be a 
good Catholic. 

Fortunately I didn’t hit anybody that morning. But 
the whole incident set me to thinking about what it 
means to be a good Catholic. 

What struck me was how often we measure the depth 
of a person’s Catholic faith by the number of specifically 
religious things we do. If we attend Mass regularly, 
pray, go to confession, contribute to our parish 
generously and are respectful to church leaders we’re 
likely to be considered ‘‘good Catholics.’’ 

It’s always tempting to divide our lives up into 
separate, airtight compartments — one of them being 
religion. The rest of our lives we put into other 
compartments labelled work, family, finances, 
recreation, etc. As soon as we yield to that temptation 
we start equating being a Catholic with doing certain 
religious things — which leaves us free to do whatever 
we want with the rest of our lives. 

Of course everyone knows it’s not that simple. The 


church won’t consider you a good Catholic if you’re 
selling drugs or performing abortions or robbing houses. 
The same is true if you abuse your children or cheat on 
your spouse. Being a good Catholic has always had a 
strong moral component. 

But somehow the simple everyday moral aspects of 
being a good Catholic keep getting pushed into the 
background. We all realize that how we treat other 
people is an essential part of our faith, but still we keep 
finding ourselves dividing our lives up into the sacred 
and the secular. We identify being a Catholic only with 
the sacred, and assign our relations with other people to 
the realm of the secular. 

That doesn’t mean the religious things we do such as 
going to Mass and praying don’t matter. Exactly the 
opposite. They matter because only the personal 
transformation which takes place through the 
sacraments and prayer make it possible for us to 
incorporate our morals into every aspect of our lives. 

But unless our religious practices lead to actions which 
make the world a better place in some way we can hardly 
claim to be good Catholics. To be religious in the 
Christian sense is to follow Christ — and what that 
means, as the Gospels make clear Sunday after Sunday, 
is to be good to other people, especially those in need. 
Surely that’s also what it means to be a good Catholic.

The case of Larry McAfee 


Larry J. McAfee is a 33-year-old civil engineer in 
Atlanta, Ga. More than four years ago he was paralysed 
from the neck down in a motorcycle accident. This 
accident left him unable to breathe on his own. 

McAfee’s attorney, Randall H. Davis, has said of his 
client, ‘“He’s been through four years of seeing what 
medical science can do for him, and he’s made a rational 
decision that he just doesn’t want to exist this way.”’ 

This “‘rational decision’’ is quite clear from various 
conversations he had with Mr. McAfee. Davis, for 
example, has said that ‘“The judge and I both asked him 
questions and he make it clear to the court that he knows 
what he’s doing.’’ Davis has also said, ‘‘He rationally, 
logically and cooly explained why he wanted to do it.”’ 

McAfee himself has constructed a type of timer that 
he can activate with his mouth that would shut down the 
ventilator that now keeps him alive. He simply asks that 
he be given a sedative at the time when he activates this 
device and asks that no one restart the breathing 
machine. McAfee’s family, including his parents and 
three adult sisters, have filed affidavits supporting his 
decision to die. 

During the first week of September 1989, Fulton 
County Superior Court Judge Edward H. Johnson saw 
no legal reason to prevent McAfee from following 
through on his desire to die. 

This tragic situation is extremely complex, 
profoundly sensitive, and incredibly emotional. In the 
midst of an obviously complex personal decision, it is 
important to attempt to discern carefully various moral 
issues that touch this life-and-death decision. 

First: What role does suffering play in the human 
condition? 

In Mark 1:40-45, Jesus meets a man afflicted with 
leprosy. The reaction of Jesus is critical, as the 
Evangelist tells us that Jesus is ‘‘moved with anger.”’ 

In other words, Jesus was moved to the depths of his 
being at the power of evil expressed in this person. 


Jesus does not condone suffering and we as a 
Christian community must be extremely careful not to 
overly romanticize the complexities of suffering. 

Unquestionably, our suffering, joined to the suffering 
of Jesus, is redemptive. Pope John Paul II has indicated 
that the church ‘“‘bows down’’ before suffering. Our 
faith assures us that the Resurrected Jesus takes all of 
our sufferings into his paschal presence and thus 
redeems it. 

Here is one profoundly human experience where 
technology and the human condition meet in an 
extremely difficult conversation. While it is possible to 
see extremely positive and redemptive meanings in 
suffering, we must not at the same time develop an 
attitude that merely condones suffering to the point of 
concluding ‘‘Just put up with it.’’ As with Jesus himself, 
all of our human understanding must be placed in the 
service of overcoming suffering to the very best of our 
ability. 

_ Second: Assisted suicide and euthanasia cannot be the 
way of adequately addressing this complex and difficult 
““conversation.’’ Our Christian tradition is rooted in a 
faith that tells us that God is the Creator; that God has 
brought all things into existence and it is by his love that 
all things continue to live. 

As tragic as human situations often are and become, 
we cannot discard this creative love by setting our own 
time-table and thus making our ownself the creator of 
our existence. 

There is no question that such a moral stance presents 
immense difficulty from a pastoral point of view, as it 
necessitates a profound pedagogy that would try to assist

the suffering person to perceive God’s 
creative presence in this particular 
suffering life. 


be an embrace of love and care in the 
hope that God will move in such a way to 
“‘heal’’ this person of a suffering which 
eludes our understanding. 


Third: Life is sacred. The Catholic 
tradition strongly affirms this perspective. 
While life is not absolute, human life 
sustains a sacredness because it is God’s 
creation and contains and sustains the 
mystery of his presence. 


This Christian responsibility carries 
even greater import when one is 
considering a ‘‘rational’’ human person 
who is suffering, as the case of McAfee 
demonstrates. It can be very difficult and 
at times impossible to explain and 
convince another of our Christian faith 
when this other person is unable to 
understand, respond, reflect, or 
seemingly perceive any conversation. 


This ‘‘mystery’’ often becomes difficult 
to perceive, expecially in the midst of 
tragic suffering, anguish and loss of hope.

WASHINGTON. — The Vatican 
apparently made another gain in its 
diplomatic campaign in the politically 
turbulent East bloc as Hungary said in 
mid-September it is ready to establish 
formal relations. 

Hungary would be the second 
Warsaw Pact nation, after Poland, to 
exchange ambassadors with the Vatican 
city-state. The Vatican and Poland, 
which elected its first non-communist 
government in more than 40 years, 
announced on Aug. 26 that they had 
exchanged ambassadors for the first 
time since 1945. f

spokesman said the 


country’s prime minister had written to 


the Vatican asking for diplomatic 
relations. That same day the Vatican 
newspaper, L ’Osservatore Romano, said in 
an editorial marking the quarter- 
century of talks with Hungary that the 
Vatican is prepared to begin discussions 
leading to official links. 

Meanwhile, emigration to the West 
became a reality for thousands of East 
Germans in September as.

Many of 
the East Germans had traveled to 
Hungary as tourists to take advantage of 
Budapest’s policy. :

Although there is no hint yet of the 
Vatican and the Soviet Union 
establishing formal relations, President 
Mikhail Gorbachev has expressed an 
interest in talking with Pope John Paul 
about nuclear war and other issues when 
the Soviet leader visits Rome in 
November. 

If the meeting between the two 
leaders takes place, it will come at a time 
of increasing pressure on the Soviet 
government from Ukrainian Catholics 
for legalization of their church. 

That church marked a milestone, 
Sept. 16, with the installation of the first 
Ukrainian Catholic bishop to publicly 
take office in the East bloc in 43 years. 

Bishop Ivan Martyniak was installed 
as pastoral head of the estimated 
500,000 Ukrainian Catholics in Poland. 

Across the border in the Soviet 
Union, Ukrainian Catholics continued a 
campaign to legalize their Eastern-rite 
church. 

Although outlawed, the Ukrainian 
Catholic Church has continued - to 
function underground with a following 
estimated by church authorities to be in 
the millions. 

On Sept. 17, more than 150,000 
people marched through the streets of 
Lvov, U.S.S.R., to demand legalization 
of the Ukrainian church. The 
demonstration coincided with the 50th 
anniversary of the Soviet invasion of 
western Ukraine, which it gained from 
Poland after World War II.

Pope prepares for 
trip to South Korea 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II 
is preparing for a return trip to a mission 
land where lay people were primarily 
responsible for establishing the Catholic 
Church, often by spilling their blood for the 
faith. 

The mission land is Asia’s Korean 
peninsula, andthe pope plansto visit Seoul, 
the capital of South Korea, Oct. 6-9 to 
attend the International Eucharistic 
Congress. It will be his second visit. 

The first was in May 1984 when he 
highlighted the region’s history of lay 
evangelization and martyrdom by 
canonizing 103 people killed in 19th- 
century waves of persecution. It was the 
first time in modern church history that a 
canonization ceremony was done outside 
Rome. 

The new saints included 92 lay people, of 
whom 47 were women. 

There were traces of Catholicism on the 
peninsula as early as the 16th century, but 
the religion did not take hold until two 
centuries later, at a time when Korea was 
known as the Hermit Kingdom because it 
closed its doors to all foreigners except the 
neighboring Chinese. 


Doctors must make 
services available to all 


CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy — 
Doctors and scientists must make their 
expertise more readily available to the 
poor, Pope John Paul II told specialists in 
the field of opthalmology. 

-_‘‘We are told that there are still some 40 
million victims of blindness in the world, 
and most of them are found in the 
underdeveloped nations,’’ he said Sept. 
15:

Abortion a public issue 
in the new Poland 


WARSAW, Poland — Abortion, for 
years a little-discussed but widespread 
problem in Poland, has surfaced as a 
controversial issue during the country’s 
political rebirth. 

As in the West, the abortion debate in 
Poland involves the church, politicians and 
ordinary Catholics — but not always in 
familiar roles. 

During last June’s parliamentary 


election campaign, for example, some 


church leaders and church-supported 
Solidarity candidates tried to downplay the 
abortion issue, afraid that a push to 
criminalize abortion would be politically 
damaging. 

The Communist Party-controlled state 
media, however, gave much coverage to an 
anti-abortion proposal put forward by a 
group of Catholic politicians which foresaw 
criminal penalties for women procuring 
abortion and those assisting in the 
procedure. Some suspected the state media 
was trying to promote a voter backlash or a 
split in Catholic ranks.

New abortion cases 
support parental rights 


WASHINGTON — The Knights of 
Columbus has urged the U.S. Supreme 
Court to uphold state laws requiring 
parental notification before a minor child 
has an abortion. 

A friend of the court brief submitted to 
the court by the Knights said such laws 
“recognize and reinforce the natural 
authority of parents over their children.”’ 

“‘That purpose is greatly undermined 
by the requirement, which both lower 
courts said they found in the 
Constitution, of a ‘judicial bypass’ 
procedure for hiding children’s abortions 
from their parents,’’ the brief declared. 

It called such a bypass requirement a 
“radical departure from constitutional, - 
commonlaw and legislation tradition.”’ 

The Knights of Columbus brief. was 
submitted in cases from Ohio and 
Minnesota. 


Catholic hospitals 
increase programs 


ST. LOUIS — Catholic hospitals 
nationwide have increased both the 
number of programs for the poor and the 
number of poor people they serve, 
according to a survey by the Catholic 
Hospital Association of the United States. 

Care of the poor was also tied for the top 
ethical concern of Catholic hospitals 
responding to the survey. Its results were 
released by the St. Louis-based association 
in late August. 

Allocation of resources tied with care to 
the poor as the most important ethics issue 
to survey respondents, with each named by 
53 percent of the 489 surveys returned. The 
next four most important issues, in 
decreasing order of importance, were 
termination of treatment, 43 percent; 
competition, 15 percent; patient autonomy 
and informed consent, 14 percent; and 
treatment of AIDS patients, 12 percent.

Continued from ‘page 1 
meetings and discussions, keynote 
speakers and support groups. 

Calgagno will be the first keynote 
speaker. Her topic will be ‘‘Building 
Your Child’s Self-Esteem.’’ She will be at 
St. Margaret parish Oct. 10, at St. Mary, 
Star of the Sea parish, on Oct. 18, and at 
St. Elizabeth Seton parish Oct. 25. All 
programs begin at 7 p.m. 

Margaret McLaughlin, diocesan 
consultant for preschool catechesis, 
conceived the idea for the program after 
hearing that many parents she came in 
contact with had similar parenting 
problems. ; 

McLaughlin said she hopes the 
program will provide parents with an 
awareness of “‘their own spirituality and 
emotionality and give them the 
confidence to transmit that knowledge to 
their children.”’ 

Each of the three parishes will hold 
informational meetings at which local 
speakers will address such topics as self- 
esteem, discipline, nutrition and drugs 
and alcohol. 

McLaughlin noted that the program is 
open to parents of surrounding parishes 
and non-parishioners as well.

Barbie Kidd, a parishioner of St.

Wildlife movie appeals to all

“‘Cheetah’’ (Buena Vista) is a Walt 
Disney Pictures live-action production for 
family audiences. 

The story follows the adventures of Ted 
Johnson, an American teen-ager (Keith 
Coogan), and his sister Susan (Lucy 
“Deakins) on a visit to their parents 
(Timothy Landfield and Breon Gorman) 
who work at a research center in Kenya. 

The parents have little- time to show 
them around and the youngsters are 
largely on their own until befriended by 
Morogo (Collin Mothupi), a local Masai 
lad. 

In their explorations of the countryside, 
the trio chance upon an _ orphaned 
Cheetah cub and bring it to the Johnson 
compound. 


After raising the cub over several 
months, the Johnson teen-agers are due 
to return to school in Los Angeles. Before 
they leave, they try to train their pet 
cheetah to live in the wild but it is stolen 
by some gamblers who want to race it 
against East African greyhounds in 
Nairobi. 

Sneaking off their plane before its 
departure, the youths join forces with 
Morogo to find the missing animal. The 
trio’s trek in the wilderness is dangerous 
but proves ultimately successful. 

The script, based on a book by Alan 
Caillou, passed through several 
typewriters before reaching the screen, 
and this may explain a certain lack of 
narrative coherence in the film. Even 
worse are the cardboard performances of 
some of the adult actors under Jeff Blyth’s 
direction. 


Youngsters, however, will care little for 
such reservations. Their eyes will be filled 
with spectacular views of the Kenyan 
terrain and the movie’s first-rate wildlife 
photography. Parents, especially those 
who remember ‘‘Born Free’’ may be 
bothered by the melodramatic 
manipulations of the plot, but their off- 
spring are not likely to care a whit. 

An additional plus is the interracial, 
intercultural friendship that develops 
quite naturally between American and 
Masai youths, appropriately contrasted 
with the overly protective attitudes of 
their parents.

Lives of three popes highlighted — 


KEEPERS OF THE KEYS by Wilton 
Wynn; NY: Random House, 1988 (278 
pp, $18.95hb) 

The papacy has been at once perhaps 
the greatest strength of the Catholic 
Church and the greatest obstacle toward 
non-Catholics’ understanding the faith. 
Wehale-=there: have “been: some 
embarrassments holding the office (for 
example, Pope Alexander VI and some of 
the notorious Renaissance popes), there 
have also been many rather remarkable 
individuals (including St. Clement, St.

Wilton Wynn, who was ‘‘Time’”’ 
magazine’s Vatican correspondent from 
1962 until his retirement in 1985, has 
written a book about the three most 
recent remarkable individuals to hold the 
office — John XXIII, Paul VI and John 
Paul II. He also briefly covers Pope John 
Paul I, whose early death cut short what 
might have been another remarkable 
papacy (and in the course of his brief 
comments, Wynn effectively dispels the 
lurid rumors that the pope was 
murdered). 

The book is arranged interestingly. 
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Wynn first provides some background on 
the institution itself and then on the 
distinct personalities of John, Paul and 
John Paul. Then, in each succeeding 
chapter, he looks at a specific issue, and 


shows how each of these three men 
approached that issue, how he handled it, 
and how successful or unsuccessful he 
was. 

As might be expected, Vatican Council 
II and its aftermath loom large in almost 
every chapter. Wynn convincingly 
contends that one man was best equipped 
to direct and shape the council, but he 
was not even a cardinal when Pope Pius 
XII died, so he could not be elected pope. 

However, that man would not have 
convened the council. But a wily old 
peasant would do it — and when Angelo 
Roncalli became Pope John XXIII, he, of 
course, did call the council. During his 
brief pontificate, he named that well- 
equipped mana cardinal, and Giovanni 
Montini became Pope Paul VI.

Wynn also explains how the 


expectations of many liberals concerning 
the council never had a chance of being 
realized. Although Pope Paul VI had 
been identified through most of his career 
with church liberals, and although they 
had a large voice in the council, it never 
was the wide open council that many 
thought it was. That conception was due 
to poor public relations. By the same 
token, though, the archconservatives 
controlling the Roman Curia also never 
had a chance to run the council as they 
thought they would. Instead, a real 
consensus emerged. 

By examining many issues in depth, 
Wynn clears up several misconceptions 
and errors about the papacy and the men 
in it. His portraits of those men is 
balanced and affectionate. Not 
surprisingly, the writing is crisp and 
engaging. This is a book that not only 
Catholics can learn from, but that they 
can confidently recommend to their non- 
Catholic friends to help them to 
understand a complex and seemingly 
mysterious institution.

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Plan offered to end Polish convent dispute

WARSAW, Poland — A _ West 
German Jewish millionaire and Poland’s 
primate have a plan for ending the 
dispute over a controversial Carmelite 
convent at the former Nazi death camp of 
Auschwitz, the official Polish news agency 
reported. 

The news agency, PAP, quoted a 
spokesman for Cardinal Jozef Glemp ‘of 
Gniezno and Warsaw as saying that ‘‘a 
concept of a satisfactory solution, to the 
conflict concerning the Catholic convent 
at Auschwitz’’ resulted from a meeting 
between the cardinal and Zygmunt 
Nissenbaum, a Polish-born millionaire 
who lives in West Germany. 

PAP indicated that Nissenbaum had 
agreed to help build a prayer center near 
Auschwitz to which the Carmelite 
convent could be moved. Cardinal Glemp 
had said construction of the prayer center 
— agreed to in a 1987 accord signed by 
European Jewish and Catholic leaders — 
was impossible under Poland’s current 
economic situation. 

“Work on the matter will be continued 
by a special team that will deal with the 
concrete implementation of the building 
of the center for information, education, 
meetings and prayer at Auschwitz,’” PAP 
reported. 

Nissenbaum is a survivor of the 
Warsaw Ghetto and of a Nazi death 
camp. He is-president of the Nissenbaum 
Foundation, which restores Jewish 
cemeteries and synagogues in Poland. 

The dispute over the convent, 
established in 1984 to pray for the 4 
million dead of Auschwitz, has disrupted 
Jewish-Catholic relations worldwide.

CONTROVERSIAL CONVEN 


Many Jews are offended at the 
presence of the convent, in an old theater 
just outside the gates of the former death 
camp that was used by the Nazis to store 
poison gas used to kill camp inmates. 

Many Jews consider Auschwitz the 
greatest monument to the Nazi 
Holocaust, which killed 6 million of their 
people. 

International Jewish leaders — and 
some Catholic leaders — have said the 
Catholic Church must honor _ its 


commitment to move the convent. 
On Sept. 19 the Vatican broke its 
silence on the issue. Story on page 1.

reiterated the commitment to transfer the 
convent. 

The Vatican financial pledge was an 
attempt to ‘‘speed up’’ the recovery of an 
“atmosphere of reconciliation,’’ Father 
Pier Francesco Fumagalli, secretary of the 
Vatican commission, said in a briefing 
with reporters. 

He said he hoped the statement would 
“clear up the atmosphere and help build a 
climate of mutual respect’? between 
Catholics and Jews. 

Father Fumagalli did not say what 
concrete steps would be taken next to 
bring the two sides together, but he 
suggested that the Polish bishops’ 
dialogue commission was the proper

agency to handle the issue. He described 
the commission’s recent statement as 
“‘authoritative’’ and said the commission 
had gained ‘‘a certain competence”’ in the 
matter. 


The 1987 agreement on the convent 
was worked out in Geneva between 
Jewish and Catholic leaders, including 
Cardinal Franciszek Macharski of 
Krakow, the archdiocese that includes 
Auschwitz, and three other European 
cardinals. 


The agreement foresaw transfer of the 
nuns from their present convent adjacent 
to Auschwitz to a new building at the 
interfaith complex, which would also have 
a guest house and an information center.
